] F any demand what ſucceſs the labours 

of this worthy Knight found among the 
Gentlemen of Norfolk, and other places, 
where he lived ling in very great eſteem , 
aud publickly imployed alwaies by his Prince 
and Countrey in all the principal offices of 
dignitie and credit, it is very obſervable to 
alleadge ſome particular teſtimonies wart hie 
to be recorded to pofterity , and with all hos 
nur to their names, who were per/waded 
preſently upon the reading of this Treatiſe, 
to reffore and render back. unto God what 
was due unto him. L 

And firft the worthy Knight pradiſed 
according to his own rule: far baving an 
Impropriation in his eftate, viz.

Then he deicriberh the nature of 
theſe kind of enemies, namely, that they are mars 
muring enemies, as grudring, and envying at the 
proſperity of the Church : Afaliciow enemies, as 
hating or burting the ſervice of God : Proud ene- 
mies, as /ifting up their heads againſt Gol , verſ. 2: 
Crafty enemies, as im2gining how to beguile the 
Church,Conſpiring enemies,as taking counſel roge= 
ther againſt God's ſecret ones, ( as the Prophet cal- 
leth them, )that is, Gods leryantcs & Miniſters v.3- 
& laltly, Confederate enemies, as combining them- 
{clves one by example of another, to perieverein 
their courſe of wronging and violating the 
Church, verſ. 5. Yet tor all this, thoſe aguunlt 
whom the Prophet thus inveigherh,, did no: chat 
tley defired, They diſcovered their malicious 
purpoſe by word of mouth, faying, Let ww rake 
tc onr ſelves the houſes of Go! in poſſeſſion. But chey 
only ſaid it, they did it not. Their will was good, 
bur their power failed. Our will and power have 
both prevailed, for we have got the houſes of God 
into oxr poſſeſſian: his Churches, his lands, his offe 

rings, his boly rights : we have gotten them, and 
lead chem away captive, bound 1n chains of iron, 
that is, ſo conveyed and aſſured unto us, by Deed, 
by Fine, by AR of Parliament , as ifchey never 
ſhould return again untotbe Church, Bur hear 
what David faith to thoſe of his time. Mark how 
he prayeth for them. Mark what ſtrange and ex- 
quilite puniſhments be deſigneth ro them , and 
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that in as many ſeveral ſorts, as there are ſeveral 
branches in this kind of (in. 

Firſt, he prayech , that God would deal with 
them, as he did with the Afadianites,verſ g. That 
is, that as Gideon by Trumpets, and Lamps, ſtrook 
luch a terror in the night time, into the hearts of 
the Madiavites, that the whole Army tell into 
contuſion, drew their (words one upon another, 
were diſcomficed, and 120 thouſand of them 
ſlain. So that God by his Trumpets, the Prea- 
chers of his word ; by his Lamps, which 1s, the 
Iight of the Goſpel, would confound in like man- 
ner the en:mies and ſpoilers of his Church, that 
fleep in the night of their fin : and that he would 
make them like, Oreb, and Zeb, like Zeba and Sal- 
mana : verſ. 11. all which were ſtrangely over- 
thrown, died violent deaths, and being glorious 
Princes of their Nations , became like the filthy 
and loathſome Dwung of the Earth, verſ, 10. And 
7udger. 7. 25.and8, 21. 

But doth the Propher ſtay here? no, he goeth 
on with them: © my God, ſaith he, make them like 4 
wheele. verſ, 13 that is, wavering and unſtable in 
their ations, ſo as they may never bring their 
purpoſes to an end. Yea, make them abjeR and 
contemptible , like the chaffe that the wind ſcatters 
reth from the face of the Earth: virſ, 13. Well,is be 
now ſatisfied ? no. All this doth but whet his 
ſpirits ro ſharper imprecations. He now wo 
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reth that the very floudgates of Gods wrath may 
be broken open upon them, and that the Tempelt 
of his indignation may rage at full againſt them : 
now he crieth out tro God to conſume them with- 
out mercy, yea, and that in two terrible manners, 
One naturally, As the fire burneth up the wood: 
The other miraculouſly , As the flame conſumeth 
the monntaines : verſ, 14, Perſecute them ven ſo, 
(faith he ) with thy temp:ſt , and make them a[raid 
with thy Storm, Make their faces aſhamed, O Lird, 
that they may ſeth th; name. Let them be confeun- 
ard and vexcd ever more and more , let them be put 
to ſhame and periſh. verſ. 15, 16, 17. How ſhould 
the wit of man diſcover and proſecute a (in in 
more yehetment and horrible manner ? Or, what 
ſhall make us to abſtain from ſuch havghey ſins, if 
all this prevai'e not? Well, ifrotake the houſes 
of Ged into poſſeſſion be thus, take them that will 
for me.

and thenlet them turn all their weapons upon me, 
and take their fill of my bloud. And many fuch ex- 
cellent ſpeeches he bath for the ſanity of the 
Church, and ofthe reverence due unto it , in bis 
Oration, De Baſelicis tradenats. 

My purpoſe is to be ſhort; 1 will not therefore 
now enter any furcher into the authorities of the 
Fathers, or meddle with the Councels and anci- 
ent Canons of the Church , which abound fo in 
this kind of zeal, & have eſtabliſhed ir(againlt the 
Euſftathians, Mcſalians, and Fratricells , * here. 
ticks; and all other the enemies thereof with 
{o many examples, admonitions, exhortations, 
precepts, threatnings , curſes, and excommunica- 
cions, as it requireth a book alone to repeat them 
Sai. [2 It ſeemerh a ſmall rbing to 
1s b: ſuffered in dance in the Church-yard , or to 
the leaſt r2;n2;, £at and drink in the Church. But 

* ſanttification (ſaith Hierome , » ſpeak- 
ing on this matcer) co»ſifeth alſo even in the [mall 
thinrs. Therefore Eccleſiaſticua © adviſerh us, that 
we g1ve not the water paſſage , no not in a little. Fol 
he chat openeth the waters bur a little, knower 
not how great a breach they will make at length. 
So1t is to make an entrance into ſin, or to break

{ome of their Anceſtors, have not becn fettered 
1n this ſnare. 

And let tle Proprutarice of Parſonages allo 
we:l conſicer thele things, For if V>z th died, that 
vid but couch the Atk to fave ir ; what ſhall be 
come of them that firexch out their hands a- 
B4inlt Churches to deltroy them ? If the ſich: 
j4thercy was ſtoned for fo finall a prophanation 
©; che Sabbath, what ſha!l they look for , that by 
deſtroying the Churches , deſtroy alſo the Sab- 
bath ir ſelt, ( in a manner, ) as taking away the 
place appointed to the publick ſanRification 
thereof, And if Corah, Dathan,and Abiram, offen- 
ded fo hainouſly , in medling with the things ol 
the Tevitical Prielthood, though they imployed 
them tothe ſervice ofGod: what have they to tear, 
that uſurp the things of the Goſpel , and pervert 
them wholy to their own ule, from che ſervice ol 
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God ? Yea, that pollute his Churches and houſes 
ot prayer to ſervile and baſe offices: leaving the 
Pariſhioners uncertainly provided of divine ſer- 
vice, to the deitruction both of the Prieſthood iz 
lelte, and of the word of God in penerall 
15. But they will comfort themlelves A [#7ni/c 
with this : that though the Churches be ©# #144. 
ſancifed to lome purpoſe, yet the lanctiry there- 
of differeth from Lewitical- ſantlification : and 
that God doth not now kill any trom heaven, for 
prophaning the things of the Goſpel , as-he did 
then , for propbanirp the things of the Law. I 
anſwer : The fandity indeed of the one, differeth 
from the ſanctity of the other. For the Levitical 
things were ſanCtified by the band of man , to be 
a matter of Ceremony , bur the Churches of che 
Goſpel, are fanCtitied by our Saviour bimſclfe to 
be houles of prayer: Not that prayer is to be u+) 
tedonly in theſe places, but that theſe places are 
only to be uſed tor prayer. And we mult not 
preſume that God \(leepeth becauſe be puniſheeb 
not ( now ashedid of old ) the contemners of 
bis worſhip.
